T^e Importauca lo ocr Bondholders 
of f letdria as tbe Capital. 

We bavo already considered tho re- 
sults of Union and tlio policy of the 
Government .on ibo Capital question 
as aflfecting the orodit of the country 
and the security of the bondholders. 
As too much stresp cannot be laid upon 
this aspect of public afifairs, wo pro- 
pose to follow up tho subject more 
oIoBoly still. After the completion of 
TJuion, on bis own Robemo, Governor 
Seymour retarncd to these Colonies to 
find them in a stato of depression and 
fiouncial difficulty, which with tho ro^ 
mornbrarco of his own written dos- 
pali-hc3 iroMii in his raiiid, be must 
have buon at a loss to comprolicnd. 
Tho fiiianciul Blalements wliich will 
no dcubl very shorlly bo made public, 
will prnvo cnnclunivoly, it wo niistako 
not, tbat while Vuiicouver Islimd was 
in t\ Htato of tciiiporary dilliculty, 
Bvitieli Columbia was liopoloHsly in- 
volved, unless tho most prompt and 
energetic raousures were at once takv ii 
to foster her rcsourcoa and to redoeiu 
her credit. A glunej at tho material 
ready at hand for tho purpose, if judi- 
ciously and firmly uscti, without an 
instant's dohi}-, siiow us on tho one 
hand t.ho rich mining districts of 
British Columbia depending tor devel- 
opment on extraneous eiipiinl and en- 
terprise ; the costi}' roads approaching 
thorn also dependent on Ibo amount of 
merchandise forwarded by that ex.. 
traneoua enterprise, and the various 
agricultural and stock-raising se'.tle- 
ments looking for succors to tho mato« 
rial pi-osperity of the Colony at largo. 
On the other band, two local sources 
of supply — viz.. Now Westminster, on 
the Fraser Eivor, and Vietoria on tho 
Boa coast. The question -tboa must 
snrely have occurred to tho most 
superficial reasonor : Wbero is the bulk 
of available capital and enterprise 
concentrated and absorbed, and how 
can it best bo liberated and employed 
in assisting the Colonies oat oi 
their present state of collapse? 
Sober judgment would surely answer, 
by restoring confiience and onoour* 
aging investment in that place, 
wherever it mi^ht bo. It was tho 
bonnden duty of th i Government to 
ascertain this fact, and boldly to act 
upon it; and wo know that lacts 
would prove, beyond a sliadow ol 
doubt, that not only was that capital 
aDd enterprise mainly centered hero 
in Victoria, but, moreover, that the 
people of British Columbia, Iroin 
Yiilo upwards, looked to her as their 
natural fnutiiuin of supply. Moreover, 
it would have appeared, on investiga- 
tion, that a large sum, probablj- not 
less than S5U0,000, has been 13'ing in 

- the banks at Victoria, waiting for tbo 
action of tho Government to restore 
COnfu'ence, before fieeking an invust- 
mont. Tho vacillating and undecid- 
ed policy pursued by the Government 
during the past four months has 
caused a good proportion of this 
money to bo withdrawn altogether; 
and whatever QiBcial declarations may 
be made or policy pursued to attempt 
to build npNow Westminster, capital- 
ists nil! never invest one dollar in so 
unpromiaing a place — while their con- 
fidence in Yictoria, in which ihoy 
had belief, has been materially shaken 
if not destroyed. Moanwhilo, tho 
Governor, secluded from his j)oi/plo, 

.^n the retired olScial retreat at New 
vTbstminstor, ia at a loss to undor- 
Btand Iho interest created by this .sub- 
ject — a matter only hi ought to hiri 
notice a low hours bolurc iho mouting 
of the Council — although it had buon 
for Bomo tiiiio a topic ul tbo niost 
iutoiisu iiilrrcst to a larL:o prupurtioii 
of llcr .Majosiy'ri uulij^;cts in those 
ColonioH. Tlio romarUs wo liavo made 
will prove to the iJondliohlo) s in Lon- 
don that igiioranco uf ihu imjiuriancci 
of so vital a question, on which tho 
prosont salvaliod ot tho Colonies 
liiiancially may bo said 10 have do« 
ponded, augurs ill for their future 
prospects; lor unless prejudice and 
apathy bo ot crc jmo, and lim position 
of Victoria bo lully and finally recog- 
nized, further disaster must ensue, tho 
onus of which rests with the Exeou^ 
tivo. Wo sball rovort to this subject 
more in detail after tho publication oi 
tho Jl^Btiinatos.
